The city of Manila has been well gov­ 
erned. 
Very large sums of money have 
been expended in most extensive im­ 
provements, and not the slightest scan­ 
dal or dishonesty has been charged in 
any of the city adm inistration. 
It has 
offered a most useful model for other 
m unicipalities iu the islands to follow 
and has lent engineers, policemen and 
firemen to other towns to help the lat­ 
ter to better organization. 
There is no city in the world better 
governed than Manila. The streets are 
well cleaned, are well policed, there is 
u most excellent fire departm ent, the 
parks are being eularged and improved, 
the street ear system is as good as any­ 
where, and with the improvements in 
the w ater supply the sewerage system 
and esteros or canals, which are now 
under f«.w>t and part of which are quite 
near accomplished, the face which the 
Filipinos tu rn toward the world In the 
city of M anila will be a most pleasing 
one.—N ational Geographic Magazine.

portion of 0 to 5, but as zero in the 
Centigrade is at the freezing point and 
in the Fahrenheit at 32 degrees above 
that, this m ust be considered in com­ 
paring them. 
To express 10 degrees 
Centigrade in the 
Fahrenheit 
scale, 
m ultiply 10 by 0 and divide by 5, which 
will give 18; then add the 32 degrees 
not reckoned in Centigrade, and you 
will have 50, which Is the exact equiv­ 
alent of 10 Centigrade.
